PRTC Holds Annual Meeting 

More than 180 attendees share successes of 2014! 




More than 180 Peo¬ 
ples Rural Telephone Coop¬ 
erative members joined CEO 
Keith Gabbard and dozens 
of employees for PRTC’s 
Annual Meeting held Satur¬ 
day, October 18th at Jackson 
County Community Theatre. 
One of the highlights was 
discussion on PRTC being 
named a recipient of a Smart 
Rural Community Showcase 
Award by NTCA-The Rural 
Broadband Association. 
PRTC was one of only 13 
rural communications firms 
in North America to be so 
honored. Other highlights 
included a recap of innova¬ 
tions in telephone services, 
enhancements to PRTC TV 


and PRTC’s fiber optic net¬ 
work build that is bring fiber 
to the home (FTTH) technol¬ 
ogy to all subscribers in the 
PRTC service area. Through 
this technology, subscribers 
can access advanced Broad¬ 
band, television and telephone 
capabilities including Internet 
access at speeds up to 100 
Mbps. 

“This has been a 
pretty incredible year for 
PRTC and the Jackson and 
Owsley County communi¬ 
ties,” says Keith Gabbard, 
PRTC CEO. “Not only did 
we receive the Smart Rural 
Community honor, but we 
really made some significant 
accomplishments that will 
directly benefit our subscrib¬ 
ers.” Some highlights of 2014 
included greatly increasing 
subscriber Broadband Internet 
speeds without increasing 
rates, the addition of more 
than 20 channels to the PRTC 
TV line up and adding a spe¬ 
cial sports tier, and returning 
almost $400,000 in Capital 
Credits to the PRTC share¬ 


holders -its subscribers. 

It is also worth mention¬ 
ing that not only did PRTC 
return a record amount in 
Capital Credits, but PRTC 
also returned to the com¬ 
munities it serves. Among 
those gifts were the dona¬ 
tion of more than $32,000, 
including customer donation 
matches, to local area food 
banks and $16,000 in schol¬ 
arships to eight local high 
school graduates. 

Attendees of the Annual 
Meeting were each given a 
gift bag containing an um¬ 
brella, a coffee mug, a pen 
a calendar and a copy of the 
2014 PRTC Annual Report. 
Some lucky attendees also 
walked away with some 
even more special prizes! 

64 individuals received cash 
prizes ranging from $25 to 
$100, and one subscriber re¬ 
ceived a year of free service 
from PRTC.

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JUSTICE FOR BRAYDEN

Jessica Young 
and her husband Neal, a 
young Owsley County 
couple celebrated the 
birth to their first child, a 
beautiful baby boy named 
Bray den on August 12, 
2013. As with any fam¬ 
ily in this area money 
is scarce and a job op¬ 
portunity is a welcome 
blessing. So when Jessica 
was hired four months 
later to work with her 
husband at Roger’s Foam 
she took the chance to 
help support her family. 
Baby Brayden’s care was 
entrusted to a friend of the 
family. 

Around the 20th 
of February 2014 every 
parent’s worst nightmare 
began for Jessica and 
Neal. When Bray den 
began vomiting he was 
taken to The Kentucky 
River Medical Center 
for treatment. Assured it 
was just a stomach virus 
and dehydration, he was 
admitted for the night 
for observation and sent 
home the next day. Over 
the weekend Brayden 
seemed to be doing a little 
better so Jessica returned 
to work that following 
Monday. 

But a few days 
later, around the 24th of 
February, Jessica went 
to the babysitter’s home 
after her work was over 
to pick up her baby. She 
found Brayden pale, vom¬ 
iting again, and listless. 
This time the terrified 
parents rushed Brayden to 
the Clark Regional Medi¬ 
cal Center. The doctors 
at Clark RMS contacted 
the UK medical center 
for consultation due to 
Brayden’s vomiting and 


general poor condition. 
Brayden was transferred 
to the UK Medical Center 
and admitted. 

The next day, 
February 25th, one of 
Brayden’s eyes was 
strangely dilated and he 
began to have seizures. 

He was immediately 
moved to Pediatric ICU. 
While on the way to the 
PICU Brayden went 
into respiratory failure. 
Brayden was in grave 
danger. A healthy happy 
baby only a few days 
earlier was in a battle for 
his life. 

Thankfully 

Brayden was resuscitated 
and stabilized. At 11 PM 
Jessica and Neal were 
allowed to visit their 
grievously ill child. The 
doctors told Jessica that 
Brayden’s body had tried 
to die but his will to live 
was strong and the little 
fellow had refused to 
give up. Struggling for 
life, Brayden would be 
incubated for a full week 
as his parents waited and 
prayed for their son. 

Many tests were 
run and the unbearable 
news was given to terri¬ 
fied parents the next day. 
Brayden had suffered 
massive brain damage and 
had bleeding behind his 
optic nerves. Additional 
tests later confirmed that 
Brayden’s brain fluid level 
was three times normal; 
his brain was swelled, 
and had been deprived of 
oxygen. 

The staff at UK 
sent Brayden’s results to 
the University of Lou¬ 
isville Forensics unit 
for analysis. The UL 
staff confirmed UK’s 


diagnosis. As tiny Brayden 
fought for his life the awful 
and terrifying truth began 
to come forward. Brayden 
had been severely and 
intentionally abused. His 
prognosis was bleak. 

Once the abuse was 
confirmed by the staff of 
the University of Kentucky 
hospital both The Kentucky 
State Police and the Social 
Services department began 
an investigation. The first 
suspects in any child abuse 
case are normally the par¬ 
ents. Both Jessica and Neal 
were investigated and inter¬ 
rogated. Both were cleared 
and the investigation turned 
to others who had access to 
the child. 

The KSP inves¬ 
tigation moved swiftly 
to Brayden’s caregivers. 
Brayden’s regular babysit¬ 
ter was questioned and 
exonerated. The KSP then 
turned their attention to 
Hilary Noble, the regular 
caregiver’s sister, who 
watched Brayden when her 
sister was unavailable. In 
early April Hilary Noble 
was arrested by the Owsley 
County Sherriff’s Depart¬ 
ment and charged with the 
Criminal Abuse of Brayden 


Young. According to Jessi¬ 
ca Young, the KSP obtained 
a confession by Ms. Noble 
to the abuse of Brayden. 

On April 14th, 
Hilary Noble, age 20, 
of Owsley County was 
arraigned on charges of 
Assault in the 1st Degree. 
This is a Class B felony 
and the most serious assault 
crime. Class B felonies 
carry a range of imprison¬ 
ment of at least 10 years, 
with a maximum term of 
20 years. Hilary Noble was 
also charged with Abuse 
in the 1st Degree, also a 
Class B felony in the state 
of Kentucky. This charge 
carries an additional prison 
term of from 5-10 years. 

The defendant was jailed at 
Three Forks Regional Jail 
and placed under $100,000 
cash or $200,000 property 
bond. 

With the arrest of 
their son’s alleged abuser 
Jessica and Neal hoped they 
could focus their attention 
to caring for their gravely 
ill son, but their nightmare 
was far from over.

Nina Pham and 
Amber Vinson, two of the 
nurses that treated Thomas 
Duncan, now have Ebola 
and have been transferred 
to biocontainment facili¬ 
ties. 

Medical experts, 
government officials and 
talking heads on television 
are making the comment, 
“There may be a few more 
cases, but things are under 
control.” News stories 
surfaced about the number 
of biocontainmnet facili¬ 
ties throughout the Untied 
States and the number of 
beds, eleven, already in 
place to treat Ebola pa¬ 
tients. 

With these two women 
on our hearts, everyone 
should pray for the healing 
of all Ebola patients and 
that we will never need a 
twelfth bed. 

The Bible speaks of 
illness in various ways. 
Sickness can be cured by 
medicine (Ezekiel 47:12) 
home remedies (2 Kings 
20:7) or by a miracle 
(Matthew 9:27-30 and 
dozens of other passages). 
Sometimes sickness can be 
brought on to bring judg¬ 
ment (Leviticus 26:15-16), 
at other times physical in¬ 


firmities are used to bring 
honor and glory to God 
(John 9:1-3). 

Other problems in ad¬ 
dition to Ebola are raising 
havoc in the world; Syria, 
the threat of a worldwide 
economic crash, massive 
government and personal 
debt, the Israeli and Pales¬ 
tinian situation, Iran, and 
let us not forget ISIS, Al- 
Qadea, Hamas, our open 
borders and the daily threat 
of terrorism are problems 
that have governments 
scrambling for answers. 
Attempts are made and 
frustrations rise when 
answers fail or are not 
found. 

There may be a connection 
between all these things. 
When speaking of the days 
shortly before His return, 
Christ mentioned, “and 
upon the earth distress of 
nations, with perplexity.” 
Perplexity, according to the 
Merriam-Webster diction¬ 
ary is the state of being 
very confused because 
something is difficult to 
understand.

know how to cope. Only 
time will tell. 

Under the surface 
of national perplexity is 
individual turmoil. Di¬ 
vorce, death of loved ones; 
problems with the kids, 
addictions to drugs and 
alcohol, unemployment, 
underemployment are all 
situations many Ameri¬ 
cans are dealing with on a 
regular basis. Jesus Christ 
can help. 


He died on the cross as the 
sacrifice the Father would 
accept for sins, “Who gave 
himself for our sins, that he 
might deliver us from his 
present evil world, accord¬ 
ing to the will of God and 
our Father.” (Galatians 
1:4). In the swamp of this 
world, sometimes God will 
pick us up and place us on 
dry solid ground, while at 
other times, He will take 
us by the hand and drag us 
through the swamp to the 
other side.

What should anyone expect of a County Judge Executive? I believe that one leads by example. This is what I 
believe and what I tried to live by when I was County Judge Executive: 

If elected, I will usually be the first person in the courthouse each morning. This way I will be accessible to 
citizens who need to stop in or call the office on their way to work. 

In disaster or emergency situations, I will be out working as many hours as the other county workers do. 

I will drive my personal vehicle to work and buy my own fuel. 

When I attend trainings and conferences, I will pay hotel and food bills out of my personal funds. 

Since I use my cell phone for personal calls as well as business calls, I will pay this bill out of personal funds. 

I do not believe in making promises I can't keep. I won’t promise jobs, illegal bridges or driveway work. I 
will promise that my road foreman will believe in production and performance, as I do. When hiring employees, 
this will be done on performance and production rather than who you are. This way we will be able to pull ditches, 
work county roads, cemetery roads and build at least 40 concrete bridges in 4 years. We will have a road plan which 
should be a magistrates dream. Magistrates will turn in repairs that need to be done in their districts. Road foreman 
will mark them off as completed. Any that are not done in the current month will go to the top of the list the next 
month. This worked well for 8 years. 

Garbage bills will be promptly entered into the computer. No longer will garbage customers have to take in 
checks and receipts to prove that they have paid a bill. 

Owsley County has limited financial resources. One cannot just depend on politicians (Senators and Repre¬ 
sentatives) to bring in funds. A County Judge must work with KRADD and other organizations to secure grants when 
we meet the guidelines. This takes good ideas, solid projects and well-written proposals. I believe that in my previ¬ 
ous terms as judge I brought in $10 to Judge Debord’s $1 in competitive grant funds. 

A county judge must be able to make tough decisions and sometimes this makes bitter enemies. I would never 
sit back and allow any individual no matter the relationship to undermine a road the way Old Hwy 11 has been un¬ 
dermined. 

I will never try to inflate my accomplishments by claiming to be responsible for bringing in a state road (Hwy 
30), which is to be built with federal funds. This road had been in the plans for a long time through both republican 
and democrat governor’s administrations. Work has begun in Paul Patton’s administration, continued through Gover¬ 
nor Fletcher’s and Governor Beshear’s. Hopefully it will be completed in the next governor’s administration. 

I will never inflate the cost of a project as was done with the cost of the guardrails on Amburgy Road. In 
a story on the front page of the Booneville Sentinel the guard rails were reported as costing over $100,000 when 
$49,048.00 was the true cost. 

I will never hold back allotted blacktop funds from one year so that I can seem to get more in the year before 
an election. This can be proven as it was discussed in an open, televised fiscal court meeting. Judge Debord claims to 
have gotten $900,000 in blacktop funding this year. This is not true. He actually got $251,550 in discretionary road 
funds above the county’s allotment, which was not used in 2013 but held over until this year. Holding the 2013 road 
funds meant that there were no discretionary road funds in 2013. The first year I was county judge the Owsley Coun¬ 
ty Fiscal Court received $324,000 in discretionary road funds above the usual allotment. I ask that you check into the 
performance and production of my previous administration and that of my opponent. Vote for the person best suited 
for the position.
